A saving of $40,000 to Narberth 
taxpayers would result from a merger 
of the Borough and Lower Merion 
School Districts. 

This is indicated in a special report 
prepared by Ralph L. Rankin and 
Herbert L. Woehling, of the Sub-Com- 
mittee of the Narberth Citizens' Com- 
mittee investigating the school prob- 
lem and advocating the merger of the 
Borough and Township as its solu- 
tion. 

Under a merger of the school dis- 
tricts, the report shows, savings could 
be effected in administration of $4100, 
and probably in the transportation 
item which in the Narberth School 
Board's Budget for 1932-33 amounts 
to nearly $4000. While the report 
does not so state, it is likely that un- 
der a merger the Narberth District's 
debt would be offset by the school 
building, which would permit a fur- 
ther saving of $8500 in fiscal ex- 
penses. 

The present Narberth school tax 
rate of 20 mills and $2 per capita 
yields $100,186 in revenue, while un- 
der the Township rate of 12 mills arid 
$1 per capita the area would yield 
revenue totaling $59,461. 

After all economies had been ef- 
fected there would be a difference of 
from $20,000 to $25,000 of expense to 
the Lower Merion School District in 
excess of revenue which would have 
to be absorbed. 

"It is quite likely," the report con- 
cludes, "that this burden would be 
shouldered more readily with a full 
and complete merger of the areas as 
a whole, rather than simply from an 
effort to unload the more expensive 
part of our local burden by attempt- 
ing to merge the school districts only, 
— even if such were a legal possi- 
bility." 

An analysis of the school situation 
and the committee's findings are in- 
cluded in the report which follows: 

"With nearly 800 pupils to educate 
upon the revenue available from about 
$4,700,000 of property valuation and 
3254 persons subject to per capita 
taxation, the Narberth School Dis- 
trict has a real problem, which its 
School Directors have been handling 
in a commendable manner. The 
school tax rates of 20 mills and $2 
per capita have not reached the LE- 
GAL limit of 25 mills and $5 per cap- 
ita, but are so relatively high that 
the Directors have refrained from in- 
creases sufficient to cover the book 
deficit, — let alone the cash deficit. 

"Some ten years ago the School 
District was confronted with the prop- 
osition of erecting a High School 
Building at an estimated cost of $165,- 
000. With only about 90 pupils in 
the Senior High School Grades (10th, 
11 and 12th grades) it was wisely de- 
cided to take advantage of the oppor- 
tunity of entering these grades in 
the Lower Merion Township High 
School on a tuition basis. In 1926 
the 9th Grade was also sent to Lower 
Merion Junior High School and in 
1929 and 1930 the 8th Grade was sent 
to Lower Merion but in 1931 the 
Eighth Grade was brought back to 
Narberth following the re-modeling of 
the Narberth building, at a cost of 
some $57,000. 



"The wisdom of the decision to use 
the Lower Merion High Schools on 
tuition basis is still apparent, even al- 
though the tuition and transportation 
bill has increased from $13,245 in 
1923 to $47,000 for the 1932-3 term. 
Assuming that $165,000 would have 
provided adequate buildings for mod- 
ern High School purposes (which is 
doubtful), the carrying charges, de- 
preciation, repairs, heating and op- 
erating cost of such building would 
hardly likely leave enough out of $47,- 
000 per year to provide a High School 
educational program nearly equal to 
that enjoyed by our pupils in Lower 
Merion High Schools. 

"The present situation is difficult, 
but the future is likely to be even

The Narberth Fire Company was 
in the thick of the action at the fire 
which destroyed virtually half of the 
Smedley and Mehl lumber yard at 
Ardmore Monday afternoon. 

Thirty-three of the thirty-six act- 
ive members of the Company respond- 
ed to the alarm. Earl Meeker drove 
the hook and ladder, Al Miller the 
pumper, George Mumma the combin- 
ation, Jim Tierney the Ford and 
Chief Charles V. Noel the chief's 
car. 

Jim Gillespie and Charles Young 
were overcome by the carbon monox- 
ide gas resulting from the burning 
coke and Chief Noel has been forced 
to wear black glasses as a result of 
injury to his eyes. 

The men were in Ardmore fighting 
the fire from 3.30 until 10 P. M. 
Sandwiches and coffee were provided 
for the firemen upon their return 
by Edward C. Griswold, president of 
the Men's Bridge Club. 

Inquiries regarding compensation 
of the firemen elicited the following 
statement 'from the Mulieres, women's 
auxiliary of the fire company: 

"There are at present but three 
paid men in the Company. They are 
George Gillespie who has been with 
the Company for twenty-five years 
and receives $120 per month, being 
on duty from 6 A. M. to 6 P. M., and 
Jim Gillespie and Al Miller who arc 
on duty alternately and receive $20 
per month. All three have received 
a ten per cent cut recently.

Suggested as Solution of School Problem 

Feasibility Pointed Out by Councilman Robert Wood, Citing 

Examples of Other "Mergers" Now in 

Successful Operation 

A merging of the Narberth School 
District with that of Lower Merion 
by "agreement" as a means of solving 
the school problem was suggested by 



An explanation of the varied duties 
of the Board of Directors of City 
Trusts of Philadelphia was given 
Tuesday to the Bala-Cynwyd-Nar- 
berth Rotary Club by Dr. Louis O. 
Heiland, secretary of the body. 

Created by the act of 1869, the 
Board took over the control of a group 
of trusts which previously had been 
administered by politicians. Against 
vigorous opposition of those who hat- 
ed to give up their "pap," the new 
body assumed the control of 58 city 
trusts. 

The largest is the Girard Estate. 
The largest of the minor trusts is the 
Wills Eye Hospital, where more than 
900,000 people have been treated. 
Other trusts provide for awards, fuel 
funds, scholarships, bread, etc. No 
salary or emolument is paid to any 
member of the Board and administra- 
tion costs are very small, Dr. Heiland 
said. 



in an interview this week. 

Keenly interested in the merger pro- 
posal, which he is not inclined to 
favor on the face of the facts and 
arguments thus far presented, Mr.

More tacts Presented 

Undeterred by the adverse vote 
which was registered at the public 
meeting in the schoolhouse last 
week Tuesday, the advocates of the 
merger with the Township are 
busily engaged in canvassing sig- 
natures to that petition which they 
had a Norristown lawyer draw up. 
In so doing they are well within 
their rights as citizens who are 
working for what they believe to 
be the public good. 

They obviously think that the 
public meeting was not representa- 
tive, and that the speeches and 
debates took a more sentimental 
than practical turn. Certainly they 
must assume that two-thirds of the 
taxable citizens can be induced to 
sign that petition or they would 
not be making the considerable ef- 
fort to circulate it. 

Citizens who were opposed to the 
merger went home from that pub- 
lic meeting filled with satisfaction. 
They had finally had their day in 
Court ; they had emphatically and 
overwhelmingly registered their 
opinion ; they were a substantial 
and high-minded group whose 
opinion usually prevails in Nar- 
berth ; therefore they considered 
that a good deed had been done, 
and that the merger proposal was 
definitely rejected. 

It has caused some surprise and 
not a little anxiety among those 
people to hear that the petition 
was actually being circulated. 
Fears are expressed that many 
people may be induced to sign it 
without hearing both sides of the 
argument. People do have a way 
of signing most anything that is 
plausibly presented to them, it is 
said. 

Some people have seemed to 
think that Our Town ought to 
"do something about it." We can 
chronicle the situation. We can 
offer suggestions. We cannot cir- 
culate a counter-petition, nor can 
we supply personal leadership. 

We have not felt inclined to 
favor the merger proposal on the 
basis of the facts and the argu- 
ments so far presented, but we 
think that the desires of the ma- 
jority will and should prevail and 
that if those who oppose the mer- 
ger are less diligent, less organized 
and less effective generally than 
the other group, it will be a pretty 



Well Done 

The volunteer fire companies of 
the eastern Main Line distin- 
guished themselves under difficult 
circumstances last Monday. A 
lumber yard fire is a notoriously 
difficult kind of blaze, and the fire 
at the Smedley & Mehl yards was 
no exception. 

The casual passer-by, viewing 
the nearly complete destruction, 
might wonder why the firemen 
were unable to control the blaze. 
Anyone who saw the fire from the 
beginning would have a different 
idea, for the volunteers were up 
against the hottest proposition in 
years. 

The blaze spread with terrific 
speed. By the time the first alarm 
had been sounded, the flames had 
crept through most of the yard, 
and the Merion Fire Company, 
first on the scene, was up against 
an impossible problem. Other com- 
panies were summoned until soon 
tons of water were being pumped 
on the blaze, which was by that 
time a raging inferno. 

That a number of firemen were 
overcome by smoke or injured is 
easy to understand when the in- 
tense heat, the thick smoke and the 
gases created by burning coal are 
taken into consideration. It was 
a mean blaze — the kind of fire 
which has defeated great city de- 
partments — and the local firemen 
deserve a great deal of credit for 
their handling of the situation. 

Their success may be seen in the 
fact that a wooden house, standing 
right beside the hottest part of the 
fire, was toa.sted and scorched, but 
was prevented from igniting; that 
a gasoline station hi the very cen- 
ter of things was saved, and that 
the remainder of the lumber yard, 
across the road, was partly charred 
by the heat, but yet was kept from 
igniting. 

With a stiff breeze and a big 
headway the fire might well have 
written black history. Such fire 
protection should be a source of 
comfort for all.

Whether by intent or otherwise, 
the merger advocates erred in not 
presenting, prior to last week's 
meeting, in a form convenient for 
public study, the figures which 
they had assembled in reference to 
the two school districts.

Those figures are published in 
detail in this issue, just the same 
as were the figures covering the 
merging of the Borough and the 
Township governments some weeks 
ago. 

The $40,000 savings which the 
report on the schools points to 
amounts to the difference between 
the Narberth school tax rate of 20 
mills and $2 per capita and the 
Township rate of 12 mills and $1 
per capita.

Is that 
something, which possesses a serenity 
and a separation from physical suf- 
fering, a revelation of the soul? Can 
we derive from a contemplation of its 
workings in us some confirmation of 
the belief that man is immortal?

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Saving of #40,000 Seen 

as Result of School Merger 



(Continued from Pace One) 
more so. Narberth has reached prac- 
tically its full development in the way 
of home building, and it is unlikely 
that there will be further heavy in- 
creases in the number of children to 
educate, unless it should come from 
transfer of pupils now being educated 
at private expense (and there has 
been a decided trend in that direction) . 
However, the cost per pupil has tend- 
ed to increase not only in our com- 
munity but for the {country as a 
whole. On the other hand, there is 
practically no room within our Bor- 
ough for further property develop- 
ment and what our Taxpayers would 
like to see is a decrease rather than 
an increase in the tax rates. 

"It is therefore only natural that 
attention has been turned to the neigh- 
boring Lower Merion Township, which 
has an educational program second to 
none, but accomplished upon a prop 
erty tax rate of 12 mills and a per 
capita tax of $1.00, as compared with 
our 20 mills and $2.00 per capita. 

"Why this difference? Lower Mer- 
ion spends more per pupil for edu- 
cation than Narberth spends, — BUT 
Lower Merion educates 4600 children 
upon the revenue from a property 
valuation of something like $87,000,- 
000; Narberth educates 782 children 
upon revenue from a valuation of $4,- 
700,000. Lower Merion has 18 times 
the revenue base, but only 6 times as 
many to educate. Lower Merion has 
$19,000 in assessed valuation to sup- 
port each public school pupil as com- 
pared with our $6000 per pupil. 

"Lower Merion surrounds Narberth 
on all sides, and it was from that 
township that Narberth Borough was 
formed some 37 years ago. Is there 
any way in which we can secure from 
the larger area some relief in our ed- 
ucational expense? We are benefit- 
ing now to some extent in that we are 
securing for our High School pupils 
at a tuition of $150.00 per pupil per 
year an educational program which 
costs the Township considerably more 
than that amount for each pupil en- 
rolled. 

"The suggestion has been made that 
the two School Districts, Narberth 
and Lower Merion, should be merg- 
ed. Present laws providing for con- 
solidation of school districts are bas- 
ed upon the assumption that the 
merging districts be of approximate- 
ly equal size, and are therefore not 
applicable to our case. Suggestion 
has been made that we "secure leg- 
islation" at Harrisburg to cover this 
situation and to provide such merger. 
However, our State Legislature can- 
not pass laws to cover specific towns 
or districts, but must make such laws 
general in their nature, so as to ap- 
ply to all districts of a certain class. 
In the words of one of our citizens 
who has had considerable legislative 
experience: 'In counting upon such 
solution we would only be clutching 
to our breasts something that could not 
be accomplished.' 

"Another premise would be the act- 
ual merger of Borough and Township 
by dissolution of the Borough char- 
ter, thereby automatically combining 
the two districts into one. A Com- 
mittee has been making a study of 
the effects of such merger and has 
reported that the functions of Bor- 
ough government and operation could 
be provided by the Township Commis- 
sioners upon the income available 
from the borough area at township 
tax rates. The results of that study 
have been more fully reported else- 
where. When it comes to making a 
similar comparison for the school dis- 
trict, however, it cannot be claimed 
that the Narberth area would be self- 
supporting at township school tax 
rates. 

"However, there are some economies 
to be effected in combining the dis- 
tricts, and the remaining discrepancy 
between income to the Township 
School District from the Narberth 
area and additional expense assumed 
by the Township Board of Education, 
while considerable should not be pro- 
hibitive to a District of the size of 
Lower Merion. 

"Referring to the expenses of the 
Narberth School Board, as shown on 
the schedule printed in this issue it 
will be noted that the expense in the 
first group headed "Administrative" 
would be almost if not entirely elimi- 
nated. Narberth pays 2 per cent, 
commission for the collection of school 
taxes. Lower Merion pays a fixed 
sum of $6000 per year for the collec- 
tion of their million dollars of school 
taxes and it is likely that little if any 
would be added to the annual tax col- 
lection fee for inclusion of the Nar- 
berth area. 

"In the second group, titled 'Extra- 
curricular' Expense, the Township 
School Board is even more liberal than 
our local Board, in that they provide 
$2000 each per year for major li- 
braries, such as Ardmore, Bryri Mawr 
and Bala-Gynwyd, as compared with 



Narberth's $400, which is divided one- 
half to the school library and one-half 
to the public library. The Township 
School Board also provides instructors 
for playgrounds in connection with 
their summer-school program, the us- 
ual appropriation being $6000 to $7,- 
000 per year, divided among the Ard- 
more, Bryn Mawr, Ashland, Cynwyd 
and Gladwyne playgrounds. 

"In the matter of transportation 
there might be some savings in that 
Narberth and Merion High School 
buses are now traversing the same 
streets, but each gathering pupils 
from only their own respective dis- 
tricts. 

"Summing up, the combined school 
district would realize from the Nar- 
berth area at 12 mills $56,208, plus a 
per capita tax of $3253, or a total 
of $59,461.00 in revenue. 

"In the same area they would as- 
sume expenses now costing in round 
figures:
